ig,  and  public  service. 

Born  at  Blanket.  Texas,  Dr. 
nith  attended  the  common 
:hools  of  Texas,  received  his  B.  A. 
id  M.  A.  Degrees  from  the  Uni- 
;rsity  of  Texas,  and  the  Ph.  D. 
egree  from  the  University  of  Chi- 
igo.  Honorary  degrees  were  con- 
xred  on  him  by  Florida  South- 
n,  Ohio  State  University  at 
[iami.  Lnion  College  at  Schenec- 


tady, Toledo  University  (three 
LL.D's  and  one  Uitt.  D.  I ,  and  the 
D.  Humane  Letters  by  Tulane  Uni- 
versity. 

In  the  teaching  field,  he  was  the 
first  Maxwell  professor  at  Syra- 
cuse. He  began  his  career  as  head 
of  English  Department.  Texas 
Christian  University,  and  has 
taught  literature,  philosophy  or 
politics  for  thirty  years,  25  of 
which  were  at  University  of  Chi- 
cago. He  has  also  taught  at  Uni- 
versities of  Texas,  Illinois.  Cor- 
nell. Columbia,  and  Barnard  Col- 
lege. 

His  public  service  career  covers 
activities  in  radio,  politics,  and 
military  service.  He  is  the  founder 
of  the  University  of  Chicago 
Round  Table,  and  CBS's  book  pro- 
gram. '"Invitation  to  Learning." 
both  of  which  he  continues  to 
serve.  Also  Dr.  Smith  has  ap- 
peared on  several  national  adult 
educational  radio  programs. 

Politically,  Dr.  Smith  served 
four  years  as  State  Senator  in  Illi- 
nois and  as  congressman  from  Illi- 
nois for  two  years.

Retired  Professor  Dies 

Professor  Alvin  Good,  who 
served  on  the  faculty  at  North- 
western State  College  for  32  years 
before  retiring  in  1952,  passed 
away  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
Natchitoches  on  March  21.  about 
6:15  P.  M. 

Mr.  Good  came  to  "Normal"  in 
1920  after  having  served  as  prin- 
cipal and  teacher  in  high  schools 
in  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Arkan- 
sas. Just  prior  to  coming  to  Lou- 
isiana he  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Hastings  College,  Ne- 
braska. 

A  graduate  of  Kansas  State 
Teachers  College  of  Emporia  in 
1910,  Mr.  Good  received  the  M.  A. 
Degree  at  University  of  Colorado, 
1917.  and  completed  the  residence 
requirements  for  the  doctorate  at 
University  of  Chicago  in  1918. 

In  his  field  of  teaching  (Soci- 
ology )  Mr.  Good  was  primarily 
interested  in  Marriage  and  the 
Family.  Sociology,  and  Education. 
He  was  author  of  a  textbook,  Soci- 
ology anil  Education,  published  by 
Harpers  in  1926,  that  was  widely 
used  by  colleges  and  universities. 

He  held  membership  in  the  Lou- 
isiana Teachers  Association,  Na- 
tional Education  Association,  the 
American  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Professors,  American  Soci- 
ological Society  (of  which  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee), Louisiana  Academy  of 
Sciences,  and  other  professional 
groups. 

Mr.  Good  is  survived  by  his 
wife  and  two  daughters.  Alvina 
Ruth  (Mrs.  John  T.  Hood,  Lake 
Charles),  and  Ethel  (Mrs.  Ben  H. 
Poyner,  339  Catalina  Place.  Cor- 
pus Christi,  Texas).  Mrs.  Hood 
and  Mrs.  Poyner  are  both  grad- 
uates of  N.  S.  C,  having  received 
their  degrees  in  1933  and  1938, 
respectively.

Coach  John  Piscopo  is  planning 
to  widen  the  circle  of  his  compe- 
tition next  year  by  staging  meets 
with  members  of  the  Big  Ten,  Big 
Seven,  and  Missouri  Valley  Con- 
ferences, if  such  meets  can  be  ar- 
ranged. He  must  either  go  farther 
afield  or  else,  the  schools  and  col- 
leges of  the  central  south  must  de- 
velop an  interest  in  gymnastic 
sports  which  has  not  been  in  evi- 
dence during  the  past  eight  or  ten 
years. 

The  record  of  the  Demon  gym- 
nasts has  attracted  students  in- 
terested in  gymnastics  from  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  particularly 
in  Louisiana.  Arkansas,  and  Texas.
